After 
all he had heard and seen, the threat 
of the young upstart bad provoked 
hltn beyond bla power of endurance 
The sensitive mind of the New Kng 
lapder had la-en hurt by the story ol 
the fugitives. Ppon this hurt tin 
young man had poured the turis-ntliie 
of haughty. Ini|icrlul manners. The 
more he thought of it the less Inclined 
he was to reproach himself for his 
violence. Slavery was a relic of an 
dent Imperialism.

It Is held by the proponents of such 
a course that the State department 
enn take from the French treaty cer- 
tain sections which will ls« snt'sfac- 
tory to the so.cn Med Irreconcllables In 
the Semite nnd which will prevent the 
rnlted States from getting nt cross 
purposes with the allies, as might lie 
the case If the two treaties should 
have cross-current provisions In them. 

All this is n matter fnr the adminis- 
tration plus the State department to 
determine, by nnd with the alii and 
consent of the somite. It Is a safe 
prophecy that In-fore the treaty Is 
frnt.ird nnd finally rnllfled there will 
be plenty of vocal fireworks In the 
upper house. The general belief here 
Is, however, that a two-thirds major- 
ity of the aanata will ratify the treaty 
with tlerni.'it.y even If It shall contain 
some of the Versailles document's pro- 
visions. 

Ambassadors Will Ba Named.

The plea 
was that virtually every man. womnn 
and child In the United States should 
be brought by law Into the service of 
the government. 

If this had been done Hie men and 
women who remained In the field ot 
Iieaco would hnve had not only their 
work directly but their pay fixed by 
the government of the United Statea. 
The man engaged In peaceful war 
work was essentlully a laborer for 
the government, nnd why the govern- 
ment should not have control over him 
as well ns over the man who waa 
fighting In the field, no official who 
hH,ks at the logic of the situation can 
understand.
